SAYS UNIONS PREVENT _ 
RAPID SHIPBUILDING. 


N RESPONSE to Speaker Clark's | 
question, on the floor of the 
House last Saturday, as to why 

ships cannot be built more rapidly 
for the nation’s defense, the follow- 
ing telegram was sent to Washing- 
ton yesterday by an official of the 
Craig ShipbuiNing Company of Long 
Beach: ‘ 

You certainly are entitled to a 
full, responsive, public answer to 
your public question, why warships 
cannot be constructed more rapidly. 


While patriots marched, clamor- 


ing for preparedness, which Con- 
gress believed it had provided, Wall 
street, with its steel milis, its rail- 


roads, and so forth, found it profit- 
able to gorge the shipyards, the 
milis, and the machinery 
plants, with foreign arders at prices 
which can hardly be met under 
most existing governmental appro- 
oo and under the labor union 


Shipbuilding 
Company, Long Beach, submarine 
Steel was delayed nearly a year and 
the unions have picketed the plant 
since last May, attempting to keep 
away the mechanics needed to expe- 
dite the exclusive governmental 
work. The foreign shipments caused 
a shortage of cars, causing much 
delay in shipments from the 

The company has just rejected the 
government's award of three subma- 
rines because it would be an eco- 
nomic imprudence to attempt to 
meet the union's views under the 
existing appropriations, which are 
$100,000 less than the company ad- 
vised the Naval Committee would be 
necessary, exclusive of the money to 
make good on the unworkable decla- 
ration of the principle of allowing 
the excess cost of freight on ma- 
terials to a Pacific over an Atlantic 
ship yard. 

In writing the union claims a 
dominating influence over the Navy 
Department in Congress and inti-

. Supervisor Chariton of the 
Angeles National Reserve has 
abandoned his project of pur- 
chasing 400 sheep to eat the 
growth from the fire breaks, 
on account of the prevailing 
high price of sheep. It was ex- 
pected that the animals could 
be had by paying about $4 a 
head, but the figure has 
jumped to $11, and the con- 
clusion has been reached that 
it will be cheaper to hire men , 
to do the work. 

Another trouble encountered 
was the securing of proper 
herders, all the French Bas- 
ques, who are experts in that 
line of employment, having re- 
turned to France to fight for 
their country.
